2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As discussed in the interview conducted November 9, 2005, Lipson fails to disclose or 
fairly suggest displaying a corresponding vertical movement effecting movement of the bat 
character from said one displayed position to said another displayed position within the strike 
zone during a bunting operation. The examiner believes this limitation distinguishes over Lipson. 
Although Lipson allows a player to alter the height of the bat character during a normal swing, 
Lipson does not explicitly disclose displaying a movement of a bat character from one position 
to another position within the strike zone during a bunting operation. 

Additionally, newly discovered prior art, Triple Play 2000 and Triple Play 2001, allow a 
player to control a batter and batter character during a bunting operation in a baseball game on a 
computer via a pointing device (computer mouse). However, like Lipson, Triple Play 2000 and 
Triple Play 2001 fails to disclose or fairly suggest displaying a corresponding vertical movement 
effecting movement of the bat character from said one displayed position to said another 
displayed position within the strike zone during a bunting operation. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
